fell away from their faith, and 
mingled with the Jewish religion the

n ambitious man, he coveted the 
dignity of the high priesthood, of 
which he had proven himself so un- 
worthy. Knowing that he could.ob« 
tain it only by force, he set about to 
secure the good will of Lysias the 
regent, who governed in the name of 
king Antiochus Epiphanes. In this he 
Was succéssful, at least for some 
while. ) 
Not long dfter, another claimant to 
the Syrian throne, Demetrius Soter, 
estaping from Rome where he had 
been kept as a hostage, gathered 
about him an army, and marched into 
Syria. Here he defeated Antiéchis 
and Lysias put both of them to death, 
and took possession of the throne of 
Syria. In the midst of his successes 
there came to him the crafty Alci- 
mus, to court the favor of the new 
king. Being asked by Demetrius 
about the condition of affairs in Ju- 
dea, Alcimius accused his own people, 
the Jews, to the king: “Judas and his 
brethren have destroyed all thy 
friends, and he hath driven us out 
of our land.” To this bold accusation 
he added the request that the kin 
would reinstate him in the high 
priesthood. 

Demetrius received him favorably; 
and commanding 
publicly acknowledged high priest of 
the Jews, he sent one of his generals, 
Bacchides, at the head of an army 
with orders to enforce this decree. 

Bacchides and Alcimus, coming imn- 
to Judea, deceitfully represented 
}themselves as friends of the Jews; 
and spoke in peaceful terms. Many 
of the Jews were deceived, and came 
to them in the hope of securing red- 
tress from their wrongs; for they 
said: “One that is a priest of the seed 
of Aaron is come, he will not deceive 
us.” But their eyes were speedily 
opened, for three score of their num- 
ber were taken and were slain in one 
day. Then fear and trembling fell 
upon all the people, and they said: 
“There is no truth nor justice among 
them: for they have broken the cove- 
nant and the oath which they made.”
